In South Dailas, the 
vast majority of sit youngsters 
grow up in one-parent fami- 
lies. Life is hard at besu Many 
■^ood boys" are i jnder heavy 
pressure by the ace of 12 or la 
tn spend what spare time they 
have outside of school earning 
a few sura dollars to hetp 
support their families. And 
many other ^oys find them- 
selves inexorably drawn to- 
ward ihe kind of trouble that 
seems to lurk on every street 
corner.

Crime and poverty and brokeri homes are 
commonplace in South Dallas. Yet, in this 
bleak setting, Scoutmaster John McGrew has 
shown his boys the way id s better Site. 



South Dallas is also a 
highly transient community. 
Those who are financially 
abie to Leave it often do; many 
who stay do so because they 
have other choice* !l is a 
place where prepared"' 
can rcean lo be w;ry. suspi- 
cious* inc ready to run or fi^hi 
for survival. 

In this environment, Scout- 
ins does not easily ukc root, 
and the 29 troops that com- 
prise the CIrcie Ten Council's 
Comanche District En South 
Dailas face their own continu- 
ous b anile to survive. For more 
than 15 years prior to the sum- 
mer of !9S7, not a sifle'e Co- 
manche District Scout had 
attained the Eagle ranlc, and 



as far back as current disitict 
records ^o, there had been 
onJv one Ea^ie Scout in the 
entire history ot" ;he minority 
di?trict. 

But all. this was in the 
: *3JM",era— before iohn 
McCrcw. In ihe ihrea years 
since he orpniied Troop 152- 
1 promising new era has 
dawned in the Comanche Dis- 
trict, one thai stands to re^ch 
far beyond tlie rwo do^en or so 
youngsters who have been 
members of tfte iroop during 
that time i«d esert a positive 
influence oa all of South 
Dailas. 

As Raymond Montgomery, 
the Comancic District's senior 
district Scout executive, puts 



[t: "lohn's fotai persona: dedi- 
= atjfl^ ar.c genuine love for

ing Easie 5couts :oday; it's 
also building 3 nucleus of fu- 
ture adult Scout leaders for to- 
morrow Scouting has done a 
lot idr these boys, and we're 
asking them to give something 
back to Scouting.

If there is 1 Secret for- 
muia" (0 McCrew s success, it 
is a special blend of hard work, 
lons'tours, straight talk, will- 
ingness to listen, and— most 
important— caring and con- 
tinuous involvement with 
avery boy in his troop. 

"It s simple." he says. 
"You've cot to love what 
you re doing and be a living 
eximpis to the kids of what 
you're trying to do. There are 
tots of negative things ihrown 
at a boy growing up in South 
Dallas, Lots of d efeat s and 
deadaads and disappoint- 
menrs* [t gets to the point 
where it's hard to trust any- 
body. I try lo hetp thcrn with 
their problems, but I never in- 
terfere or offer advict unless 
they ask me, I give them the 
facts, tell them the truth, and 
don't try to fool them* Any- 
time 1 mai;e a promise, 1 do my 
best 10 keep k/*

cemcd. As Montgomery notes; "John 
only holds formal troop meetings once a 
week, but he sees most of his boys every 
single day. If he doesn't sec a kid for some 
reason, he expects chat kid :o call him 
and Lei] him what he's doing. If he 
doesn't, hell certainly hear about it the 
next time Jcnn sees him. 

McCrew has always been an inde- 
pendent, pioneering sort of person, and 
his wiilingness to venture into new and 
"different" areas has taken aim on. a 
[ong, circuitous route from the smail 
southern Louisiana town of Abbeville, 
wiiere he grew up. h took him nrst :o 
Gramblmg Staie University, where he 
earned a degree :n education, but then 
decided not to use it, Instead, he took a 
job with Dow Chemical Company and 
moved to California. Later, he went to 
work for the City of Los Angeles, but 
gradually realized there was something 
missing. 

"E !<e 2i wonder ms, 'What am t doins 
here? Wat's my purpose in (lie?* Then 
one day iTTOppcti to taik \o some kids on 
'Jie street, and I realized I belonged back 
in the classroom, working wiih voting 
peopie," he says. 

\1cGrew moved to Daiks, ^or a teach- 
ing job, and six years ago became the 
only male faculty member at Joseph J. 
Rhoads Element ary School— and later 
the oniy one to *ear a 3SA beret and fttil 
Scout uniform to class even' Friday- In 
1934, Troop 152 was chartered to 
Rhoads which already .lad an active, 
highJy successful Cub program, and 
since then McGrew and hi 5 red beret 
have become two of til e school's most 
familiar symbols. 

This past spring, McGrew was hon- 
ored as his school's "Teacner of the Year 11 
by his feilow faculty members and was 
also die Rhoads nominee icr me Dallas 
school district's- most prestigious tribute 
to an educator, the H. Ross ?erot Award 
for excellence in teaching. 

Says Khoads Principal Barbara Pat- 
rick! "John McCrew is at) extraordinary 
indt vidua! -^ho esempliii^s ^he belief in 
hand worJc, self-snificiency, and an ad- 
herence to a suict co de of hen or. He is 
cognniui of the importanc e of providing 
a decree of constancy in the Lives of 
young black males in communities such 
as ours." 

As proud as he is of this professional 
recognition, though * McCrew is perhaps 
even prouder of the awards amassed 

Scout troop since its inception. These 
include designation as an honor croop tor 
three straight years, the only National 

i - 



Camping Award ever z:^ to 3 South 
Dai las troop. an<j *Jie prestigious Baden- 
Powell Award, gi^cn annuaHy at the dis- 
trict level and named in honor of 
Scouting s rounder. 

Jn recognition of their ecsceUence in 
Scouting, Troop 151 was aiso invited to 
]ead Dallas's 1987 march of Kids. Against 
Drucs, a parade mace up of more than 
3,000 participants. Not surprisingly; 
McGrew has received the Comanche 
Districts Scoutmaster of the Year award 
■or ail three years of his troops existence* 
He aiso holds the district Award of Merit. 

McCrew aiso organized the firs; 
Order of the Arrow chapter in South 
Dallas. But the most tmponam recogni- 
tion of all came this summer when six 
troop members corn pie ted their Eagie re- 
quirements and advanced to Scouting s 
hieficsi rank* 

■* earning my Sagtc award is the nigh 
point of my wn ple life,"' says ]4-vear-cld 
j^J;^Li:i ; ' l ^ 3 onft 01 the six. "My mom 
pushed me ail the way, and I never couid 
have made it without Mr. xYlcGrew, ^ut 
h s someuiing I can honesily say I earned 
myself* I feel really £Ood about thai/* 

"3cfng~aTT Eagle Scout is imponant to 
me b ecause it means I've learned a lot," 
adds^^^^^^^H 13, senior patrol 
leader and charter member of the troop, 
**Mr. McGrews been like a father to aE 
of- us- If it hadn't been rbr h\m t I never 
would have moughc much about going to 
college. Being around him has made me 
want to be a Scoutmaster myself when I 
get old enoughs 

Mc Crew's Ufe-iong fondaess-fer me 
outcoors in general, and for camping in 
particular, has been the major vehicle that 
has earned the Scoutmaster and his troop 
to so many outstanding accomplishinems 
in such a relatively short time. 

"Jusi like mosr. of the 'ddsJA South 
Dallas, I never bad a chance to camp 
when I was a boy" he recalls- "There 
was no Scouting program Sir blacks in 
Abbeville back then, but once I was aut of 
college and on my own, I started camp- 
ing aiJ the time. Aerially, I didn't know 
much about the Boy Scouts until I came 
to Rhoacs, and the Cub master bere, £iU 
vin Beckham, asked me to go to summer 
camn wtih some Scouts,'* 

McCrew spent a w-csc with the ^roup 
at Camp Cherokee near ALhens. Tcs., 
and was 50 ui»urcsscd by the extteriencs 
that he organised Troop 152 the fellow^ 
ing fail wiih the idea of giving more 
youn^siers an opportunity to enjoy the 
ouidoccs, 

"The kids and I have learned Scouting 
together/' he says, "'and we've 'earned to 
do it by the book. Not one of these bovs 
had been on an overnight camp-out

For the past two, years, the troop has 
average* at least arte two-night canp-oui 
per month, and In addition to frequent 
;rics io Camp Cherokee Uiey nave also 
vrsiied Dinosaur Valley Slate Park near 
Cien Rose, Tex,, and camp grounds at 
Lake Whiuiey T Lake Texoma. and Lake 
Fairricld. 

In sedition to their regular week-jon« 
« ay m Scout tamp this summer, McCirew 
loaded a down members of the troop into 
his wet i- crave led brown van and took 
:.hcm on a I0<iay Er:p throughout Texas, 
T>ev viyued the Stale Capuoi in Austin, 
The Alamo in San Antonio, the L3J Space 1 
Center in Houston, the beaches in Gal- 
veston, and took a side trip across the Rio 
Grands to Mexico. 

"We camped out every night, but it 
Has much more than just a camping 
tr:?. rt says McGrew. "Only one at the 
5ovs had ever actually seen a beach be- 
fore, and most of them had never beer: to 
any of those other places, I w*aiedj» 
j:ve them this experience- it helped them 
Team a lot about the history, sociology, 
and politics of their state. Ii J s amazing 
how many South Dallas kids never get 







out of their own neighborhood, never ^ei 
a chance to get any farther from home 
than the shopping center down the 
street," 

The Cub Scout program directed by 
3eckham, «ho also serves as McGrew's 
only assistant Scoutmaster, serves as in 
effective "feeder # for the TO op* but the 
camp-outs and arias have been another 
key factor in atumcLing new members and 
keeping the troop thriving. "It doesn't' 
laice long for the word to get om about 
now much fun were having- the Scout- 

master says, 

Wkh McGrew, however, the education 
process is also parr of every activity the 
soap undertakes. The fun is balanced 
with learning and such ser^ce proiereas 
Uie block-by-Modc cleanup campaign 
carried out by the troop this past spring, 
in which they picked up trash, era grass 
and weeds, and planted Sowers, 

"There's so much these younj men 
need to know," he says. -*t icil them 
straight out that the oniy way a black man 
is poing to make it in this *orld :oday is 
to get an education. I teil them if they 
want to go to college when the time 
comes, I'll help them and a way, ■ 

'"Sue there are other things they need 
;o know, too— things you tiotft tjftcsssar- 
ilv and in a textbook, I try to teach them 
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Certain idvsniamg :n this magazine coo- 
lain* orters oi Hm P*an* or -.Mivicual or 
unit um. it must h* ^nfletTiooO :Mai

Like the vast majority of South Dallas 
youngsters, every one of McGrev/s oe^ 
cagJes is being raised by a working 
mother and is without a father tn the 
home, "Th«c mothers ar* doing their 
v^ry best for their children," McGrcw 
>ays, "but not many women can really 
teach their sons everything they need to 
know about a man's responsibilities. 
These boys don t have very many good 
male role models. I try to nil that roie as 
well as I can* and I try to make them 
anderstand responsibility, I try to teach, 
them how to Live." 

Scouting too, is a vita J part of the toial 
educational process, McGrew empha- 
saes. *T firmiy believe that if these youn^ 
men can successfully com p lew the ser- 
vice projects and the 21 merit badges re- 
quired to become an Sagie," he says T 
'"there's absolutely no mason why they 
can t be successful tn life." 

Of necessity, the typical boy in South 
Dallas becomes tougji and street-wise at 
an early age. Scmt get into serious trou- 
ble viii the iaw uvhile they arc still in 
elementary school. Some have lengthy 
cruninai records by the time they reach 
their early teens; 3ui McGrew makes it 
dear chat nobody is exchiC ea rram Troop 
152 as long as he conibrms to troop rules 
and standards. 

l *If's been a struggle with some of 
them,'* tie says. "I had one kid who 
seemed to oatc the whole world snd mis- 
trusted everybody. He got so mad at me 

for try 1113 t0 ^^t 3 ^ in that ^ a - uit 
the troop to get away from me. But later 
on, he cam* back and became one ot my 
strongest leaders,^ 

Two ether boys were- admitted to f he 
troop despite the fact that they were on 
probation and bad to meet every week 
with their juvenile officers. McGrew saw 
that they made every meeting, even when 
be had to drive them back to Dallas in the 
middle of a camp-out on one occasion* 
Their probation has now been completed 
gnd they have had no further problems. 
"Que of those kids was on his way to 
prison when John intervened, says Ray 
Montgomery. "Now hes goins^ to college 
instead.** : , 

McGrerw explains his feelings about 
troubled youngsters this way: Ti Cb- 
viousty the kid who is always wdi-be- 
aaved and wdl-adjusted, makeffr^s ia 



school and goes church every Sunday 
is always welcome in our troop, but the 
other kind of kid deserves a chance, too." 

Financially, Troop 152 has traveled a 
<-ocky road ever since it was too need, and 
McOrew has spsnt thousands of dollars 
of his own money to see that each of his 
Scouts is adequately clothed and 
equipped and that each is able to partici- 
pate in ail troop activities. Boys who want 
to become Scouts but can't afford uni- 
forms are quietly taken aside by the 
Scoutmaster and told that uniforms 
be provided. McGrew also frequently 
buys shoes ibr kids who might otherwise 
have to go to school barefoot. And usine 
mostly castoff pans, many of which 
"came out of trash dumpsters, * he has 
provided rebuilt bicycles mr several boys 
who had none. 

"Farranateis J had a lot of (he camping 
equipment we needed when we started 
out/* McGrew says, "Some of the 
mothers help keep the uniforms in good 
shape, and the kids have become very 
skilled money- earners, too." It takas 
about Si, 500 to send Tcoop 152 to sum- 
mer camp, and the troop members have 
raised that amount for the past two /ears 
through door-to-door sales. 

The troops continued growth is vir- 
tually assured with se^en Webeias Scouts 
from Beckhams Cub Scout pack sched- 
■ajed ra join its ranks this fall. Mean- 
while, Scout leaders in South Dallas also 
expect the number of Saajes in the troop 
to continue growing, as well- According 
to Montgomery as many as four other 
Troop 151 Scouts may pass -the Eagle re- 
quirements by next year. 

'*Ifs kind of contagious, * McGrew 
says. "The rest of the boys really started 
serrina; busy when they fourjd out that sis 
of their friends were going to be Sagle 
Scouts. So far f its been beautiful." 

Lots of people have wondered just 
what kind of reward John McGrew wants 
for ail his work and effort with a group of 
boys that many people might have writ- 
ten oif as losers from the beginning.

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

2. This Court has jurisdiction of Plaintiffs' claims arising under 
state law as all claims derive from a common nucleus of operative facts such 
that Plaintiffs would be expected to try all claims in a single judicial 
proceeding, 

3. This Court has pendent jurisdiction of Plaintiffs' claims arising 
under the United States Constitution and statutes pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 
Sections 1331, 1343, 2201, and 2202. 

4. Venue is proper in this Court since many of the occurrences 
subject of this suit occurred in Dallas County. 

III. 
PARTIES 

5. The plaintiffs, young men and parents, are citizens and residents 
of Dallas, Dallas County, Texas. At all times pertinent to this action, the 
young men were students in the Dallas Independent School District. 

6. Plaintiffs seek to bring this action under the fictitious names of 
"John Doe, Joe Doe, Jack Doe and James Doe" to protect them from the 
potentially harmful effects of publicity in this case. This case arises out 
of sexual abuBe of Plaintiffs, John, Joe, Jack and James Doe, by Defendant 
McGrew, a teacher at a J.J. Rhoads Elementary School. Plaintiffs, ask that the 
identity of the young men not be disclosed except to the Court, the parties, 
and to such others as may be necessary to the prosecution of this action; 
under an appropriate protective order. 

7. Defendant Dallas Independent School District is a public school 
district and political subdivision of the State of Texas, duly established and 
incorporated under the laws of the State of Texas as an independent school 
district. Defendant Dallas ISD is a person within the meaning of 42 U.S.C- 
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Section 1963, Defendant, J.J. Rhoada Elementary School, is a school located 
within and part of the Dallas Independent School District and is located at 
4401 Second Avenue, Dallas, Texan 7S210, Defendant Dallas ISO is an education 
program or activity receiving Federal financial assistance within the meaning 
of 42 u\S + C. Section 2000d and 20 tKS.C, section 1<561. Dallas isu may be 
served by serving its superintendent, Chad Woolery, ^^^^^^^^^ Dallas, 
Texas 75204. 

8. Defendant, Linus Wright was the duly appointed superintendent of 
the Dallas J£D from 1982-1967, As superintendent, Mr. Wright was responsible 
for the day- today operations of Dallas ISD, including supervision of 
personnel, as provided for by Dallas ISD policy and state law. Defendant 
Wright is a policymaker of Defendant Dallas ISD as determined by state law, 
Mr. Wright is sued in his official and individual capacities and he may be 
served at his office at Dallas, Texas 75202. 

9. Defendant, Marvin E * Edwards, was the duly appointed 
superintendent of the Dallas ISD from 1986-1993. As superintendent, Mr. 
Edwards was responsible for the day-today operations of eallae ISD, including 
supervision of personnel, as provided for by Dallas ISD policy and state law. 
Defendant Edwards is a policy-maker of Defendant Dallas ISD as determined by 
state law, Mr, Edwards is sued in his official and individual capacities and 
he may be served at his office at ^^^^^^B Dallas, Texas 75202. 

10. Defendant, Barbara Patrick, at all times pertinent to this action, 
was the duly-appointed principal for J.J^ Rhoades Elementary School, 
Defendant, Barbara Patrick, held the responsibility and authority for the day- 
to-day operations at J.J. Rhoades Elementary School, including supervision of 
personnel, as provided for Dallas ISD policy and state law. Defendant, 
Barbara Patrick, is a policy-maker of Defendant Dallas ISD as determined by 
state law, Me # Patrick is G ued in her official and individual capacities and 
she may be served at Dallas, Texas 75216. 

11. Defendant John Earl McGrew, at all times relevant to this action, 
was a duly-appointed teacher at J,J, Rhoades Elementary School and cub scout

IV. 

FACTOAr. Ra CKGROOMO 

13, The young men were enrolled in the Ballae Independent School 
District at all times pertinent to this action. Plaintiffs were retired to 
attend J.J. Rhoades Elementary School pursuant to Texas Education Code, 
Section 21.032. Defendant John Earl «cSre» was assigned to teach thlrdgrade 
subjects to the young men. I„ addition, he was the Scout master fw Bome of 
the young m&n- 

14, Defendant HcGrew engaged in an inappropriate pattern of sexual 
conduct and contact with Plaintiffs, which took place Over the period of 
different school years including the 1982-1983, 1983-1984, 1984-196S, 1985- 
1986, 1986-1987, 1987-1968 school years with the young men. 

15, Defendant McGrew-s behavior, a, described above, continnftd ^ 
escalated throughout the time he worked for the J.J. Rhoads Elementary School 
Defendant McGreu called the third-grade hoys to his desk at various and 
different times for the purpose of -testing them." Mr. MeGreW, teste 
included fondling of the young men 'a genitals during class hours, m fact, 
Mr. Kccrew conducted seme of these tests i„ the presence aod in the ,ig ht o£ 
other children, rurther, when one of the victims of the assault became 
humiliated and tried to run back to his seat, Mr. KcBrew encouraged other 
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children, who had already been "tested," to joke and laugh at the boy's 
shyness. Mr. McGrew invited the young men to his house for the purpose of 
committing other lewd acts with the same-sex elementary aged children. The 
grossly inappropriate behavior even occurred on camping trips with the Boy 
Scouts of America scout groups. Defendant McGrew engaged in these sexual acts 
with Plaintiffs both on school property and during school hours, as well as 
off school property and after school hours. Defendant McGrew engaged in these 
lewd acts while on camping trips sponsored by The Boy Scouts of America and 
Circle Ten Council of the Boy Scouts of America. 

16. Defendant McGrew wholly took advantage of impressionable youth 
who, as elementary school children, had no capacity to consent or even 
understand the deviant conduct. 

17. Defendant McGrew had a pattern of explicit conduct with minors 
which extended even before he was employed by the Dallas ISD. 

18. Employees and supervisors for the Dallas ISD were negligent and 
grossly negligent in conducting a background check on Defendant McGrew and in 
hiring Defendant McGrew and in keeping him on staff at J.J. Rhoads Elementary 
School. 

19. Employees and volunteers for The Boy Scouts of America and the 
Circle Ten Council of the Boy Scouts of America were negligent and grossly 
negligent in conducting a background check on Defendant McGrew and in 
selecting Defendant McGrew as scout leader and in continuing to endorse a 
pedophilic cub scout leader. 

20. Defendant McGrew was convicted on different counts of sexual abuse 
of children at J.J. Rhoads Elementary School. 

21. Defendant McGrew' s improper, abusive and coercive conduct toward 
Plaintiffs has caused Plaintiffs to suffer extreme physical, emotional and 
psychological harm. As a result, Plaintiffs have had to seek professional 
counseling. 

22. Defendant McGrew 's sexual involvement with Plaintiffs was not the 
first instance of his inappropriate conduct with elementary school children 
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enrolled «t j.j. Rhoades Elementary School and the programs sponsored by the 
Boy Scout, of America and the circle Ten Council of the Boy Scout, of America 
Defendant McGrew behaved in an irnproper 8exual manner ^ other 
prior to or during his involvement with Plaintiffs. 

23. Defendants, Wright and Edwards, had actual and/or constructive 
knowledge of Defendant McGrew's inappropriate and sexual involvement with male 
students generally and Plaintiffs in particular. 

24. Defendant McGrew routinely touched male students inappropriately - 
- hugging them excessively placing his arms around their waist and hands in 
their pants- in the classroom at J.J. Rhoades Elementary School. In addition, 
faculty, students, and parents at the school spoke to Defendants Wright and 
Edwards about Defendant McGrew's inappropriate behavior toward male students 
on several occasions as early as the 1982-1983 school year. Defendants Wright 
and Edwards did not indicate serious concern about Defendant McGrew's 
practices at any time prior to 1987: he did not adequately investigate 
Defendant McGrew's activities, he did not formally or informally reprimand 
Defendant McGrew's, he did not document any complaints received, and he did 
not terminate Defendant McGrew. 

25. Defendants Barbara Patrick, Edwards, Wright and Dallas ISD had 
actual and/or constructive know led ge of Defendant McGrew's inappropriate and 
sexual involvement with male students generally and Plaintiffs in particular. 

25. Despite Defendants Barbara Patrick, DISD's and The Boy Scouts of 
America's knowledge of Defendant McGrew's propensity for, and actual 
engagement in, inappropriate and sexually suggestive behavior with minor male 
students enrolled at Dallas IS D, these Defendants took no action to seriously 
investigate allegations of wrongdoing; to document allegations of wrongdoing; 
to monitor Defendant McGrew's behavior toward male students generally and 
Plaintiffs in particular; or to stop Defendant McGrew from engaging in such 
behavior. 

26. Oef.na.nt. Barb.r, Patrick, *,„«„„, Hrl ,, hti The „ oy scout<i of 
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handling of allegations and instances of sexual harassment, sexual abuse, 
and/or improper sexual behavior between teachers and students; failed to 
effectively and promptly investigate complaints of Defendant McGrew's improper 
behavior toward male students; and failed to promptly report suspected child 
abuse. 

V. 

FIRST FEDERAL CRUSE OF ACTION 

27. Paragraphs 1-26 are incorporated heroin by reference, 

28. The above-described acts of Defendants McGrew, Barbara Patrick, 
Edwards, Wright, Dallas ISD, The Boy Scouts of America and the Circle Ten 
Council of the Boy Scouts of America, acting jointly and singly, subjected 
Plaintiffs to sexual abuse, harassment, and intimidation by Defendant McGrew, 
and deprived Plaintiffs of their right to be free from bodily harm and sexual 
abuse in violation of the due process and equal protection clauses of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution as guaranteed by 42 U.S. c. 
Sections 1983 and 1988. 

29. Further, Defendants' actions discriminated against Plaintiffs on 
the basis of sex, and deprived Plaintiffs of their right to equal protection 
as guaranteed by the 14th Amendment to the U. S. Constitution and 42 U.S.C. 
Section 1983 and 1988. 

30. Defendants' actions complained of herein were in excess of any 
authority granted them by law, and were without justification or excuse in 
law. 

31. Defendant McGrew acted intentionally, willfully, knowingly and 
purposely, with the specific intent of depriving Plaintiffs of their 
Fourteenth Amendment rights. 

32. Defendants Barbara Patrick, Edwards, Wright, Dallas ISD, The Boy 
Scouts of America and the Circle Ten Council of the Boy Scouts of America were 
grossly negligent in their supervision of Defendant McGrew and in their 
failure to seriously investigate, monitor, or otherwise respond to allegations 
of wrongdoing by Defendant McGrew when these Defendants had actual and/or 
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constructive knowledge of Defendant McGrew's behavior. 

33. Defendants Barbara Patrick, Edwards, Wright, Dallas XSD, The Boy 
Scouts of America and the Circle Ten Council of the Boy Scouts of America 
adopted and maintained a practice, custom, or policy of reckless indifference 
to instances of known or suspected sexual impropriety and/or abuse of 
Plaintiffs. Defendants acted with deliberate and conscious indifference to 
Plaintiffs* constitutional rights. Defendants Wright, Edwards and Barbara 
Patrick actions were taken pursuant to a policy or custom of Defendant Dallas 
ISO. 

VI. 

SECOND FEDERAL CAUSE OF ACTION 

34. Paragraphs 1-33 are incorporated herein by reference. 

35. Defendant Dallas ISD, in subjecting Plaintiffs to sexual 
harassment and sex discrimination, deprived Plaintiffs of their rights as 
guaranteed by Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 42 U.S.C. Section 
2000(d) and Title IX of the Education Amendments of 1972, 20 U.S.C. Section 
1681. 

VII. 

RELATED STATE LAW CLAIMS 

36. Paragraphs 1-35 are incorporated herein by reference. 

37. Defendant McGrew's actions in subjecting Plaintiffs to sexual 
assault and abuse constitute assault, intentional infliction of emotional 
distress, false imprisonment, defamation and an invasion of privacy in 
violation of the common laws of the State of Texas. 

38. Defendant McGrew acted knowingly, purposely, maliciously, and with 
intentional disregard for Plaintiff's rights. 

VIII. 
INJURY 

39. Paragraphs 1-38 are incorporated herein by reference. 

40. As a result of the foregoing acts committed against Plaintiffs by 
Defendants, Plaintiffs have suffered, and will continue to suffer, physical 
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harm, severe and permanent psychological damages; including injury to their 
names, character and reputation; embarrassment and humiliation; injury to 
their academic progress; and injury to their emotional development. Further, 
Plaintiffs have been deprived of the rights and privileges guaranteed to them 
as citizens of the United States, the State of Texas, and as students in our 
public schools. 

41. Plaintiffs have incurred, and will incur monetary damages as a 
direct and proximate result of Defendants' unlawful acts as described herein. 

42. Plaintiffs have incurred, and will continue to incur, attorneys' 
fees and costs in order to vindicate their rights. 

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 

WHEREFORE, PREMISES CONSIDERED, Plaintiffs respectfully requests that 
this Court advance this case on the docket and order a speedy hearing thereon; 
and upon such hearing: 

1. Enter a judgment declaring that the actions of Defendants McGrew, 
Barbara Patrick, Edwards, Wright, Dallas ISD, The Boy Scouts of America and 
the Circle Ten Council of America as complained of herein violated Plaintiffs' 
rights to be free from bodily harm, sexual abuse, and sexual discrimination as 
guaranteed by the 14th Amendment to the U.S. Constitution and 42 U.S.C. 
Section 1983; 

2. Enter a judgment declaring that the actions of Defendant Dallas 
ISD, and its agents, as complained of herein violated Plaintiffs' right to 
equal treatment on the basis of sex as guaranteed by Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, 42 U.S.C. Section 2000 (d) and Title IX of The Education 
Amendments of 1972, 20 U.S.C. Section 1681. 

3. Enter a judgment declaring that the actions of Defendant McGrew as 
complained of herein constitute assault, intentional infliction of emotional 
distress, false imprisonment, and as invasion of privacy against Plaintiffs in 
violation of the common laws of the State of Texas; 

4. Grant Plaintiffs a judgment against all Defendants for all lawful 
damages, both compensatory and punitive with pre- and post-judgment interest 
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as allowed by law, caused by JSefendants* unlawful actions; 

5* Grant Plaintiff a their reasonable attorneys' fees and costs of 
court; and 

6. Grant Plaintiffs such additional relief as the Court deems proper 
and juet«
